Grayling American Legion Post

DEMOCRATIC RALLY AT 
FREDERIC LAST NIGHT 


The Democratic rally in Fred- 
eric last night was well attended. 
The speaker of the evening was 
Mr. Eimer Smith, a practicing at- 
torney from Gaylord. Mr. Smith's 
address was forceful and enlight- 
ening to his audience. 

In speaking of the Constitution 
of the United States and the 
charges made against the admin- 
istration of scrapping that docu- 
ment and depriving the people 
of their liberties, he said: “Only 
thirty-nine men of fifty-five in 
the constitutional convention 
agreed on the finished document 
and signed it; Patrick Henry, the 
man who said “Give me liberty 
or give me death” campaigned 
openly and actively against a- 
dopting this Constitution. 

“George Washington said that 
this was not perfect because it 
did not safeguard our liberties. 
The first ten amendments were 
added to the Constitution in his 
administration, known as the Bill 
of Rights. 

“Why,” said Mr. Smith, “should 
the Constitution become so sacred 
now to the Republicans? Have 
they forgotten about Lincoln be- 
ing accused of throwing the Con- 
stitution into the Potomac?”

The forthcoming delivery, 
certification, and the payment of 
the Adjusted Service Bonds is a 
major task of the Post Office De- 
partment and the attention of 


this service will be expedited at 
the local post office. 


_ The bonds are in $50.00 denom- 
inations and may be redeemed on 
and after June 15, 1936. Although 
they earn interest at the rate of 
3% per annum, no interest is 
payable on any bond redeemed 
prior to June 15, 1937, 
_ The date of receipt of the Ad- 
justed Service Bonds at the Gray- 
ling Post Office will depend on 
the transit time between _ this 
area’s mailing office and Gray- 
ling. However, it is expected the 
bonds will be received in the 
local nost office on June 16 or 
17, All such registered letters 
will be delivered to the “Ad- 
dressees Only.” 

Veterans who desire to cash 
their bonds, must sign the agree- 
ment for payment on the back

In an effort to safeguard lives 


_at Michigan’s beaches and pools 


this summer, the W. K. Kellogg 
Foundation again will make a- 
vailable the facilities of its Pine 
Lake Camp, near Doster, for an 
American Red Cross National 
Aquatic School. This school will 


vide leadership training for 


Life Saving programs, according 
to Fred R. Welsh, chairman of 
the local chapter. 


Of the nation’s seasonal crop 
of 30,000,000 swimmers, past ex- 
perience indicates nearly 8,000 
will meet death by drowning un- 
less practical preventive measur- 
es are adopted, Chairman F. R. 
Welsh pointed out. “Drowning 
usually results from carelessness 
and a lack of swimming *and 
small-craft experience. However, 
even the inexperienced swimmer 
in difficulty can be saved if near- 
by bathers have been trained in 
water-rescue technique and are 
familiar with resuscitation me- 
thods.” 

This is the second year that 
the W. K. Kellogg Foundation 
Camp has been made available to 
Red Cross chapters in the inter- 
est of the health and safety of 
Michigan people. Attendance will 
be limited to chapter representa- 
tives from this state, who will be 
selected on the basis of their 
ability and the contribution they 
can make to their chapters’ First 
Aid and Life Saving programs. 
Each Michigan chapter will send 
one representative. John Hill has 
been chosen to represent the local 
chapter. 

This year will mark the fifteen- 
th successive season in which Na- 
tional Aquatic Schools have been 
conducted. Swimming instruc- 
tors, pool and beach supervisors, 
boat and canoe teachers, camp 
counselors, life guards, and first 
aid instructors will receive lead- 
ership training in water-safety 
and rescue, which will be passed 
on to thousands of others. These 
aquatic schools are directed by 
members of the National Red 
Cross First Aid and Life Saving 
service. . 

Only swimmers at least 18 
years of age are eligible for en- 
rollment, and the program will 
qualify a first-year student as a 
life guard, swimming supervisor, 
camp swimming counselor, as- 
sistant swimming instructor, or 
volunteer instructor. Advanced 
courses are offered to those who 
have had previous instruction ex- 
perience, and are usually taken 
by Red Cross chapter swimming 
and aquatic-safety program lead- 
ers and by beach and camp 
aquatic directors.

Most of the items under the 
budget are self-explanatory but 
a few need a little discussion. 
Under motor equipment is_ set 
aside an amount of $3,000.00, to 
purchase a new fire truck and a 
new street dump truck. Our 
present fire truck should be re- 
placed with more modern equip- 
ment, and the street truck is 
completely worn out. 

Under capital outlay are two 
items. The amount of $4,300.00 
is set aside for street improve- 
ments, including the proposed re- 
surfacing of the Michigan Ave- 
nue macadam, together with sev- 
eral blocks of city streets. The 
amount of $4,000.00 is set aside 
for projects not yet determined. 

Note the tax rate under the 
1936-37 budget. The rate will be 
$1.65 per $100.00 of assessed valu- 
ation. For 1934 it was $1.85 and 
for 1935, $1.75. I am sure the 
property owners of the City will 
appreciate the lower tax rate, in 
view of the fact that many im- 
provements have been made dur- 
ing the past year. 

A careful study of the budget 
will show that the city is in 
excellent financial condition, the 
only indebtedness ~being the 
waterworks bonds. These bonds 
will be paid out of the revenues 
of the Waterworks Department,
